San Juan de Porto Rico, March 8.— 


A serious riot occurred here yester- 


day. 
At 6 o'clock in the evening 


five artillerymen and a corporal of 
artillery named Hitchcock left their 
guard 
post without orders and 


chrged across the plaza into a street 
in which a mob of people had assem- 
bled. 


The soldiers fired a volley into the 


air, dispersed the mob and rescued 
School Superintendent Armstrong 
who was beseiged by the mob iu a 
house situated about a block frofn 
the city center. 


For hours previous to the rescue of 


Superintendent Armstrong the city 
had been overrun by a riotous crowd 
of probably fifteen hundred persons, 
who shouted, "Down with the Ameri- 
cans/' and other similar cries. 


TfclltE CAUSED TROUBLE. 


The exci tern en t originated in a 


trivial school incident involving Su- 
perintendent Armstrong and illus- 
trating the excitable nature of the 
Porto Jticane* 
The superintendent 


reprimanded a girl, 10 years of age, 
for disobedience, and forcibly but 
harmlessly marched her to the ftont 
from the rear of the school room, 
fier dress caught in a desk and -vvas 
torn and the girl reported to he* 
mother that she had been kicked and 
abused. 


This excited the girl's mother and 


sensational stories were circulated, 


th tftp result tnat when the' school 


children were dismissed a number of 
bojrs gathered -together and paraded 
the streets. 
They were joined by 


many loafers and full grown men and 
it became necessary for the police to 
escort 
Superintendent 
Armstrong 


from the school house to his home. 


MOB STONED POLICE. 


The superintendent and the police- 


men were stoned as they 
passed 


through the streets and, as the crowd 
constantly 
increased in size, the 


Americans sought refuge in the In- 
tendencia building. 


A number of persons from 
the 


crowd succeeded in entering 
the 


building, but were ejected by em* 
ployes and others. 


By 5 o'clock affairs had assumed 


such a threatening aspect that Gov- 
ernor Allen ordered the mayor to tlis- 
perge the mob, notifying him that 
he should ask for government assist- 
ance if he was in need of it* 
The 


inayor, however, paid no attention to 
the governor's notification, although 
the city police were powerless, not 
being in any way respected by the 
rioters, whom they did not attempt to 
disperse. 


At 5:30 p. m, the offices were closed 


and martin C. Brumbaugh, the com- 
missioner of education of Porto Rico, 
asked for police protection of his 
office and hotel. 


ATTACKED BY A MOB. 


A treasury clerk who was one of 


the men who ejected the rioters from 
the Intendencia, was attacked, stoned 
and disarmed by a mob. 


The insular police, who have no 


jurisdiction in the city except in cases 
of emergency, and at the call of the 
xataror and governor, were not called 
upon un,til 6 p. m. At that time the 
artillerymen previously referred to 
tojoki tine initiative without orders and 
dispersed the gathering. 


In the meantime, the city police 


had flrfd about 100 shots, mostly in 
tl^e air, for there were no casualties, 


Several other Americans, besides 


the treasury clerk, were stoned from 
roofs and balconies. 


At 8 o'clock last night this city 


prsented its usual tranquil appear- 
ance. Up to the hour of filing this 
dispatch today there has been no fur- 
ther demonstration* 


Governor Allen deplores thft un- 


fortunate occurrence and especially 
the action of the artillerymen, 


COBPOKAL UNDER ABREST, 
Corporal Hitchcock has been placed 


under arrest and is now itt the guard 
house, It is probable that he will be 
tried by court martial. 
, The teachers who have been ques- 
tioned on the 
subject * hava made 


statements agreeing with those of 
Superintendent Armstrong, to the ef- 
fect that the girl was not harmed* It 
ig probable that four-fifths of those 
wtio fook part in the rioting did AOt 


know why they were mobbing the 
Americans* 
The rioters mostly be- 


longed to the unemployed workmen 
of the city.

(Friday) says General Kitchener and 
General Botha had a lengthy confer- 
ence on Gun Hill this morning. Gen- 
eral Botha was alone and General 
Kitchener was accompanied by his 
secretary. 


AHMISTICE GRANTED BOTHA. 


(Lorenzo Marques, March 8,—Gen- 


eral Kitchener has grafted G-eneral 
Botha a seven d&ys' armistice to en- 
able hint to confer with the other 
generals. 


AN EASILY CONFERENCE, 


London, March 8*—A dispatch from 


Pretoria, dated Tuesday, March 5, 
evidently held up by the censor, has 
just reached here. It says General 
Kitchener met General Botha and 
other Boer leaders at Middleburg on 
February S7, when the question of 
the possibility of the termination of 
hostilities was discussed. 
Another 


dispatch from Pretoria, dated Wed- 
nesday, March 6, says the meeting 
between General Kitchener and Gen* 
eral Bothat has awakened deep inter- 
est and that there are favorable ex- 
pectations as to the probable out* 
come. 
* 


According to the Sun, the surrender 


of General Botha would have been an 
accomplished fact before now had 
General Kitchener been in a position 
to conclude terms of surrender. 


When the surrender occurs, the Sun 


adds, it will include the surrender or 
entire suppression of General IteWel 
and will involve the termination of 
the war. 


BOER ATTACK PAILS. 


London, March 8,—Lord Kitchener, 


reporting under date of March 7, 
says: 


"The Boers failed in their deter- 


mined attack upon Lychtenburg. 
Our losses, besides the two officers 
previously reported, were fourteen 
killed and twenty wounded, the Boer 
General Cellirs was killed. 


"DeWet's position is, variously re- 


ported, as his men are scattering 
through the Orange colony. 
Our 


troops, 
marching north, 
reached 


Petrusburg today. 


"French reports further captures of 


a fourteen-pounder Creusote, with 
carriage and limber coniplete, and 
one Hotchkiss, making a .total of 
seven guns, 


"The total number of Boers known 


to have been placed hors de combat 
since the eastern operations began 
is 970." 


Adding to this last report. Lord 


Kitchener states that 160 rides, £4,~ 
970 rounds ' of ammunition, 183 
horses, 1,424 trek oxen, 3,930 cattle, 
13,580 sheep, 100 wagons and carts 
and large quantities of forage have 
been captured without casualties in 
Cape Colony. He further reports:

ties. 


MUTINY ON REVENUE CUTTER, 


Norfolk, Va,, March 8.—A& attack 


upon the commanding officer of the 
revenue cutter Onondaga, the did 
charge of the quartermaster, Nils 
Olsen, of Baltimore, and the arrest 
of eight members of the cutter's 
crew is the story brought ashore from 
the vessel, which ha* tailed on 
southern cruise, It is stat+d that to* 


cause eight of the sailors were round- 
ed up by the police of Norfolk on the 
eve of the ship's sailing, by order of 
Captain Dehart, the men became 
mutinous. 
The stpy that they at- 


tempted to throw the captain over- 
board and were only prevented by the 
rest of the crew cannot be confirmed 
in the ship's absence. His would-be 
assailants were ordered ironed and 
consigned by the captain to imprison- 
ment in the brig. Their subsequent 
punishment will probably be severe. 
For alleged insubordination the quar- 
termaster, Olsen, was sent ashore and 
the recommendation that he be al- 
lowed to re-enlist is erased from his 
discharge. 
He predicts a mutiny 


among the dissatisfied silors when 
the ship gets to sea. The mutineers 
will in all probability be confined to 
the ship for nine months.

One letter from "Ber«s- 


ford, dray A ^ejitiour, 6f t/ondon, 
England," notified Howland of the 
death of his uncle and his succession 
to the title of estates. 
Howland was 


of engaging manners, handsome, and 
his conversation indicated the cul- 
tured and traveled gentleman. 
H« 


rarely referred to his past life, but 
upon one occasion stated that he had 
spent tHree large fortunes. 


A, J. Harrison, a brother of the 


dead man, who came from New York 
to claim the body, denied emphatical- 
ly that his brother was of noble 
birth, but was silent as to the cause 
of the difference in the names* He 
admitted that the deceased had 
earned several fortunes and lost them 
again in speculation. 


Arrangements have been made by 


the brotner for the interrment of the 
remains in Calvary cemetery this aft- 
ernoon. In the burial permit the 
name is given as "C. i. Howland, or 
Harrison,*' by reason of the uncer- 
tainty over the proper name. 


It is stated that the deceased was 


born in Brooklyn, N. Y., and that he 
was 34 years of age.

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


Washington, 
M-arch 
8.—Experi- 


ments with a new process, somewhat 
sanulai to -flie celebrated Roentgen, 
01 "X" rays, are being conducted in 
great secrecy at a Berlin institute, 
according to a communication ic 
ceived at the state department from 
Consul General Guenther at Prank- 
fort, Germany. 
The new species of 


ray are called Bacquerel rays after 
their discovered, a French chemist, 
who first put his discovery before the 
public in 1895. 
In the furore which 


the Roentgen rays created in the 
medical world these Bacquerel rays 
were lost sight of. 
The experiments 


are said to have disclosed the fact 
that an entirely new element is re- 
sponsible for the Bacquerel rays and 
fhat they (render almost every trans- 
parent substance luminous in 
the 


darkness. 
Consul General Guenthei 


s?ays that the new rays make it pos- 
sible to tell genuine diamonds from 
artificial ones in the dark, which 
fact would prove of great practical 
importance in testing. 
The e?q>eri- 


ments, it is stated, also have demon- 
strated that rays emanating from a 
larger quantity of the new element 
make the air such a conductor of 
electricity as to promise that the 
property can be utilized in wireless 
telegraphy. 
The results of the ex- 


periments, it is stated, will be laid 
before Emperor Williams, "which," 
says the consul general, "seems to 
indicate that the discovery is regard- 
ed as one of great importance."

After 
taking a few votes without indication 
of result, the joint assembly took a 
recess until 11 o'clock, at which 
time began the session ending with 
the election of Mr. Gibson. In all 
twenty-two ballots were taken dur- 
ing the, day. At the conclusion of the 
twenty-fust ballot H. L. Fiank, who 
was the leading fusion candidate, ar- 
lounced Ins withdrawal from the con- 
test in favoi of Mr. Gibson, who ha<l 
not ur> to this time had more than a 
nominal following. 


On rite twenty-second ballot there 


was a stampede to Gibson, he receiv- 
ing thf renuired number of votes, 
seven of which were furnished by 
the wing of the democratic party 
known as the Daly faction. 


Iffr. Gibson wa& boin in New Hamp- 


shne, July 1, 1830, and was educated 
at Bowdoin college, graduating in the 
class of 1851. Ho located at Minne- 
apolis in 1858, building the first 
flouiing mill in that city. He also 
operated the North Star woolen mills 
of that city. He came to Montana in 
1879, locating at Fort Benton in the 
stock business* In 1882 he became 
interested in the possibilities of the 
water power that could be developed 
by the falls of the Missouri river at 
the site of the present city of Groat 
Falls, of which he is called the father. 
He laid his plans and hopes before 
Jamos OT. Hill, who joined him in the 
enterprise, and the result was the 
gjowth of a citv of 12,000 on the 
pi allies by the side of the vast water 
powei. 


Mr. Gibson was a member of the 


state constitutional convention uivl 
of the first senate of the state legis- 
lature. He has always been a strong 
domoci at.

HAVE NOT WARNED DENMARK 


STATE DEPAKTMENT DENIES 


LONDON 


Danish Government Understands the 


Monroe Doctrine and Just 


v 
How it Applies. 


Washington, March 8.—An em- 


phatic denial is given at the state de- 
partment to the statement published 
in a London newspaper to the effect 
that the United States government 
has addressed a note, "almost threat- 
ening in tons/' to the Danish govern- 
ment, declaring that it will not per- 
mit a transfer of the Danish West 
Indies to any foreign power. 


It is said at the department that 


the United States government has 
not at any stage of the present nego- 
tiations relative to the transfer of the 
islands nor at any thne in the past 
when similar negotiations were afoot, 
threatened Denmark or attempted in 
any way to bring pressure to bear 
upon her, and the negotiations al- 
ways have been conducted in the 
most amicable spirit on both sides. 


Of course the Danish government 


is aware that the Monroe doctrine is 
cherished by the department of state, 
but the application of this doctvlne 
to the transfer of soveignty by one 
European nation of its holdings in 
America to another European nation 
always has been allowed to remain a 
matter of inference. 


Although the state department 


holds decided views on that subject, 
fortunately tho occasion has never 
arisen for any such announcement of 
them as is reported to have been 
made in the London publication 


The Danish government is peii'ect- 


ly aware of the disposition of the 
state department to acquire the Dan- 
ish West Indies for the United 
States, and it knows precisely the 
amount of money which the executive 
branch of the United States govern- 
ment is willing to pay for the is- 
lands, provided the assent of con- 
gress can be obtained, for the con- 
summation of thp sale would require 
not only the action of the senate upon 
a treaty, but the action of the house 
as well in the matter of making the 
necessary appropriation of funds. 
The obstacles which still exist, there- 
fore, are located entirely within Den- 
mark, and when the Danish cabinet 
can succeed in securing the approval 
of the Danish people to the alienation 
of this territory and is willing to ac- 
cept the price offered, a treaty will 
be speedily aiTanged for submission 
to congress at its next session.

'Phone 615 Main, 


Negroes Confined in Anderson Coun- 


ty, S. C,, Guiltless of Any 


Felony and Unconvicted. 


Columbia, S, C., March 8*—The 


grand jury of Anderson county yes- 
terday made its report to Judge W. 
Or. Bennett and declared that a prac- 
tical enslavement of negroes has been 
conducted in that county. 
The pre^- 


sentment was prepared by a special 
committee, which visited the convict 
stockade camps in Anderson, county 
and, 
it is alleged, found confined 


therein negroes guiltless of any fel- 
ony, but undergoing a term of servi- 
tude under voluntary contracts which 
they had signed in partial ignorance. 
The charge of false imprisonment 
was made against J. S. Fowler, P, B. 
Allen and W. Q. Hammond, three of 
the largest planters and most influ* 
entiftl men in Anderson county. The 
grand jury declared tihat three men 
who employ convicts from ithe state 
were also keeping confined in their 
stockade negroes who for some petty 
cause had been sent there, although 
convicted before no officer of the law. 


The negroes in the county are un- 


der the impression that all labor con- 
tracts now in existence are practical- 
ly nullified by the action of the^court 
and there is a general state of de- 
moralization just at the time when 
crops ^re being planted, 


Judge Bennett, in speaking to tlie 


grand jury after the report had been 
presented, resented the alleged inter- 
ference «of certain newspapers claim- 
ing1 to have made an exposure of 
conditions in Anderson county. 
He 


stated that there is no need of inter- 
ference lay federal courts. 
"We will 


deal with this matter without out- 
side help," he said, 
"The testimony 


of negroes is valid evidence in the 
state courts. 
There are no politics, 


no party or race issues at stake. 
It 


is the lighting of a grievous wrong 
and the court protests against the 
idea of outside interference* 
The 


evil will be stamped out, for public 
sentiment at home is against it." 


He cleclai ed that the legislature 


has already taken steps thai will re- 
sult in the abolition of the system of 
hiring convicts to private parties, 
and that theie can then be no oppor- 
tunity to confine freedinen. 


Judge Bennett declared' that the 


presentment brought pitiful details. 
It told of illegal arrests and impris- 
onment, of cruel whipping, of pro- 
longed imprisonment without even 
the form of a trial, of kidnaping ne- 
groes from otlier counties and even 
fiom Georgia, of fear to give testU 
moiiy, refusal to testify, and, most 
pitiful of all, of poor negroes pro- 
fessing1 to being1 satisfied and con- 
tented. 


The giaiid jury in its presentment 


charges J. S. Eowiler with being the 
first to inaugurate this system, but 
exonerates him from cruelty. 
His 


oveiseers, particularly Willis McGee, 
are presented for whipping negroes. 
It further presents Elias McOree, who 
hires no convicts from the state,* but 
has a regular 
stockade, where 'he 


keeps "free labor." 
W. Q. Ham- 


mond, James Martin, William Bailey 
and J, H. Day are also presented for 
complicity in false imprisonment, 
U, Miller and his overseer, J. A. 
Emerson, .are presented, the latter 
for whipping negroes. 


Magistrate J. J. Gilmer is charged 


with failing- to turn in money he- 
longing to the county and is also pre- 
sented for serving the warrants upon 
which negroes were wrongfully ar- 
rested,

Mr. Harrison took 
a severe cold more than a week ago 
and placed himself uftder the caie 
of his physician.

not yield readily to treatment, and 
he has been confined 'to his home 
siiice.

amendments that it kills all hope thai 
the prisoners will ever get out of the 
penitentiary. The debate over this 
bill was extreemely bitter. Many of 
thy older members participated in the 
chase after the bandits after the 
Noi thfield bank robbery and they 
were sternly opposed to opening the 
prison doors under any pretext* The 
bill proposed to parole life prisoners 
after they have seived thiity years 
and had proved exemplary prisoners. 
As amended and finally passed the 
bill requhes the written consesnt of 
every member of the pardon board be- 
fore a life prisoner can be paroled, 
nother amendment prohibits any pa- 
roled prisoner from exhibiting him- 
self hi any museum as a cuiiosity. 


TURKEY'S FINANCES, 


Constantinople, 
March 
8,—The 


statement is confirmed that the gov- 
ernment, with a view of meeting the 
extraordinary expenses of the army, 
is considering the propossal made for 
a lean of three million pounds Turk 
ish, to be guaranteed by the proceeds 
of a six pei* cent, surtax on the taxes 
of the empire and a two per cent, sur- 
tax on inland customs duties.

WILL RETARD BUILDING WORK 


LUMBER SUPPLY IN CONTROL 


OF A FEW. 


Manila, March 8.—Disappointment 


among American business men here 
with the limitations of the Spooner 
amendment to the army bill is in- 
creasing as its provisions become bet- 
ter known. 


It is considered to be especially un- 


fortunate in apparently prohibiting 
the issuing of licenses for the cut- 
ting of timber upon public lands, 


If this interpretation proves cor- 


rect, it will be a bonanza for the few 
owners of private timber lands in 
these islands and the beginning of: 
building activity in all towns will 
be considerably retarded. 


An inquiry has been cabled to 


Washington, asking whether this 
prohibition on timber cutting is to be 
construed as included in the amend- 
ment 
The forestry department of 


the Philippines has hitherto issued 
licenses for the cutting of timber 
upon public lands for one year. The 
question of the sales and apportion- 
ments of land and mining reports, al- 
though 
importantly 
affecting the 


growth of business and the settle- 
ment of Americans in the Philip- 
pines, can wait until the regular ses- 
sion of congress, but lumber is in 
such great demand today for buildhi 
purposes th*t it would be considers I 
most unfortunate should the control 
of its production be Vested in tho 
few men who now own timber land, 


There is some talk here of sending 


a petition to Washington for an ex- 
tra session of congress, but the fear 
is general, however, among a cer- 
tain element, that this action might 
not result in any material good. 


Regret is expressed here at the fact 


thnt congress does not entrust tho 
timber, mining and land questions to 
the discretion of the representatives 
of the administration here.
